VisitHe  From  Viotoria 
Three  Hours 

On  Monday,  November  11,  one  of 
the  rarest  of  calettial  events  will 
take  place— a  transit  of  Mercury. 

VLsible  from  Victoria  for  about 
thrro  and  a  half  hours  from  12:49 
midday,  the  phenomenon,  local 
scientists  state,  may  be  safely 
watclwd  otily  tliroupli  heavily  ex- 
posed photograpluc  film,  through 
smoked  gUus-s.  or  in  projected 
shadow  froih  on  a  sheet.  It  snould 
certainly  not  be  mls«ed,asit  maybe 
the  laat  opportunity  many  people 
will  haw  to  observe  such  an  event 
during  their  '  lifetime.  Mercury 
passes  between  the  earth  and  the 
sun  only  about  ten  times  every 

centurv.

"At  the  beginning  of-the  war." 
he  said,  "we  patroHetf  and  went  pn 
patrolhnR  Nothing  happened  to  u« 
and  noUilng  'of  intTe.M  ocriirred.

found  a  U-boat  in  the  North  Sea 
nnd  attacked  hr:  We  fired  tor- 
pedoes at  her  and  we  were  allowed 
a  possible  success  by  the  Admiralty. 
OfflclaUyi  it  was  a  rase  of  flfly- 
filty-whether  we  had  sunk  her  or 
not.

certain, we  sank  both  the  mer- 
chantmen by  torpedo  and  one  of 
the  eaeort  vesMls  as  weU  This  was 
off  the  enemv  roast  and  we  were 
able  to  withdraw  undamaged."

ATTACK  ON  CONVOY 
"We  saw  a  convov "  ihr  officer 
continued,  "and  attacked  It.  but  the 
escorting  aircraft  saw  the  tracks  of 
rur  torpedo  and  the  convoy  tarried 
away  and  ran  .straight  into  the 
arms  of  the  snapper  which  got  four 
beautl/ul^  hjta  into  the  Germans.

"On  our  way  from  our  base,"  the 
young  officer  aald.  "a  U-boat  sur- 
faced^ right  astern  of  us  and  quite 
clo.se  at  that,  but  ^he  could  not 
se^  tts  as  we  were  submerged.  The 
aituatlon  was  unfavanMe  for  tor- 
jy^do  a't.-irk  .so  we  Airfaoed  too 
»n«i  wttuL  ouo — action — xlth  our 
guns.  Although  the  German  also 
had  a  gun.  she  pceferred  not  to 
fight  In  the  old-fatfiloned  way  and 
dived  before  we  could  obtain  a  di- 
rect hit  on  lier.  We  contuiued  on 
our  patrol  and  cruised  for'  some 
days,  except  for  seeing  some  air- 
craft which  did  not  bother  us.  Then 
we  approached  the  enemy  coast  and 
attacked  with  torpedoes  a  S.OOO-ton 
merchant  ship  which  we  sank>about 
a  mile  oft  the  roa.st 

INSHORE  ATTACKS 
"This  practice  of  inshore  attacks 
definitely  discourages  the  Germans 
who  wonder  what  they  will  get  if 
they  go  further  out  to  sea  and  also 
give.s  the  direct  he  to  Dr.  GoebbeLs. 
who  claims  the  Germans  control 
the  North  Sea.   Later  we  found 
ourselves  inshore  of  a  convoy  of 
about  six  ships  escorted  by  a  large 
number  of  .surface  ves.sels.   I  do  not 
think  we  saw  any  aircraft.  Just 
as  yik  had  obtained   a  favorable 
position  for  an  attack,  the  enemy 
zigzagged  tyward  u.s,  putting  us  In 
a  somewhat  awkward  he    The  en- 
emy ships  were  in  two  columns  and 
one  of  Oiese  colunms  passed  so  close 
}  down  our  sid<    while  we  were  at- 
1  tacking  the  other  column  that  we 
1  could  see  the  rust  on  the  ship's 
'  rivets    We  certainly  could  not  see 
'  theu-  upper  decks  from  their  water- 
I  lines.  So  .elose  they  were. 
1    '  Either  our  periscopes  were  seen 
I  first  or  there  wa,s  a  chance  alter- 
ation of  course  which  put  one  en- 
emy convoy  ship  straight  for  us. 
Before  we  could  get  out  of  the  way.

periscope.    By  that  time  we  were 
right  in  the  middle  of  the  convoy.

"The  incident  occurred  in  broad 
daylight  and  we  watted  until  night 
and  then  came  to  the  surtacr  No- 
body knew  until  then  wha;^  damage 
had  been  done.  We  knew  our  per- 
iscopes h;ui  Rone  and  our  chief 
anxiety  wa.s  whether  we  could  open 
our  conning  tower  hatch.  Luckily 
we  found  we  could.  ^ 

"All  through  the  night  work  went 
on  to  secure  the  damaged  parLs  and 
to  prevent  Injury  to  the  people  on 
the  bridge.  Only  two  hands  could 
be  employed  on  the  Job  aj,  it  wa.s 
impossible  to  have  more  people  on 
the  bridge.  We  had  to  be  able  tq, 
dive  quickly  and  there  were  already 
the  raptain  and  the  officer  of  the 
watch  Iheie.  Only  one  man  ran  go 
through  the  hatch  at  a  tune.  We 
knew  w^  were  ctose  to  the  enemy 
navnl  and  air  ba.se?;  and  we  mif;ht 
have  been  .seen  at  any  moment 
So  the  night  wore  on.  We  dived 
again  at  <fcwn  with  the_WTeckage 
only  half  aecured  and  we  oom^feted 
securing  it  on'  the  foUowiac  -Bight 
while  still  at  sea.

NCE,  when  we  wmn  in  Arizona,  a 
cowboy  asked  us,  in  all  seriousness, 
if  we  had  any  trouble  Wth  our 
Mexicahi  In  England.

Jived  all  h^  hfe  in  the  soutliwesl,  where 
they  do  have  trouble  with Jhelr  Mexicans, 
and  he  could  not  imagine  a  country  that 
was  not  havinn  trouble  with  its  Mexicans. 

A  great  many  of  u.s  lure  in  Britain  make 
the  same  mistake  as  titat  cowboy.  We 
take  for  uranted  what  cannot  be  taken 
lor  granted.  We  assume  that  no  matter 
what  (Jovemment  we  have  in  power,  no 
matter  what  fate  has  In  store  for  our  Em- 
pire, we  shall  cpntinue  to  ewjoy  nearly- all 
the  rights  and  liberties  we  have  known  in 
the  past.  ' 

This  illuslf)!!,  which  is  now  a  very 
dangerous  one,  ha.s  been  encouraged  by 
the  faet  that  In  the  past,  although  our 
Governments  mieht  chance,  from  Tory 
to  Liberal,  Liberal  to  Labor,  these  rights 
«nd -liberties  have  been  respected.  But 
anybody  with  a  knowledcc  nf  past  history 
knows  that  they  had  to  be  fought  for,  and 
anybody  with  a  knowledge  of  contempor- 
ary history  knows  that  they  do  not  exlit 
elsewhere. 

Here  we  take  a  good  supply  of  drihking 
Vater  for  granted,  but  in  Arabia  men 
must  think  about  water  first  of  all.

THE  continual  stream  of  refugees 
from  Belgium  through  Portugal  has 
given  an  opportunity  «(f  forming  a 
fairly  accurate  picture  of  what  Is  taking 
place  In  that  e'ountry  under  German  oc- 
cupation. The  one  fact  upon  which  both 
Belgians  and  neutrals  agree  is  the  prob- 
ability of  a  serious  famine  In  Belgium 
this  Whiter.  ■ 

Gloomy  famine  forebodings  are  ba^ 
upon  ample  facts.  Already  Belgium  is 
.thort  of  food,  chiefly  fats;  meat,  and 
grain  The  harvest  Is  still  anothi^  six 
weeks  to  two  months  off.  In  any  case 
It  Is  bad,  and  m  normal  times  Belgium 
receives  more  than  70  per  cent  of  her 
wheat  from  America.  Her  cattle  industry 
is  also  largely  dependent  upon  foreign 
feeding  stuffs.  The  shortage  is  due  to 
economic  and  geographical  causes,  and 
not  to  wholesale  Oerman  requisltlonmg. 
In  the  main  the  German  army  which 
came  to  Belgium  was  fed  from  Germany; 
what  was  taken  and  paid  for  in  worthless 
paper  marks  especially  printed  for  the 
occasion  was  on  a  small  and  local  scale. 
Temporary  breakdowns  in  the  Oerman 
transport  system  were  the  cauie. 

Unlike  Holland,  Belgium  did  not  build 
up  large  reserves  of  food.  The  blo(  kade 
has  hindered  delivery  of  wheal  .  Irum 
America,  .so  that  today  there  is  practically 
none  left;  In  regard  to  f.it.s,  milk,  eggs, 
and  meat,  the  need  is  not  at  the  monJent 
.so  grave,  but  It  is  likely  in  the  near  future 
to  assume  very  serious  proportions,  owing 
jirimarily  to  the  Oerman  economic  policy 
in  Belgium.  The  Germans  have  decided 
that  the  Belgians-  are  too  well  fed  and 
could  do  with  a  lot  less  food,  certainly 
with  much  less  butter.  With  tins  convic- 
tion has  gone  a  determination  to  change 
the  whole  cour.se  of  the  country's  rural 
econorny.  Pasture  is  to  be  cut  down  by 
50  per  cent,'  with  a  corresponding  inc^fease 
in  arable  land.  A  decree  has  already  put 
-  this  plan  Into  operation.  Inevitably  cattle 
have  to  be  slaughtered,  and.  while  meat 
will  continue  to  be  obtainable,  milk  and 
butter  will  become  progressivelji  scarcer. 
At  the  same  time  poultry  are  to  be  ob- 
llterated  from  the  land.  Only  10  per 
cei;t  of  pre-war  poultry  stocks  can  be 
maintained;  this  means  the  survival  only 

of  the  barndoor  fowl  who  can  fend  fOf 
-lllmsfilLJn  ^he  stead mgs.  Thus  the  egg 
haavanUhed. 

Induttrwl  Ouflook       _  ~ 

THERE' are' stiU  plenty  of  vegetablw 
and  fruit,  so  that  when  the  worst 
comes  to  the  worst  thf^^MMI.iXiAn  s  soup 
can  be  distributed  in  decreasing  quan- 
tities. Vegetables  and  fruit  are.  however, 
strictly  rationed  so  that  a  good  surplus 
can  be  had  far  peassrvlng  and  tinning,  a 
liroceH  which  does  not  .seem  to  be  hamp- 
ered by  thrmhnost  complete  lack  of  sugar. 
Beer  Ir  tnother  commodity  which  is  to  be 
beheaded  under  the  axe  of  Oerman  ne- 
cessity. Thirty^  to  forty  JJer  cent  only  of 
the  pre-war  consumption  will  be  brewed. 
The  malt  which  it  Is  hoped  to  have  as 
surplus  after  this  econon^  will  "Be  iifit 
16  Germany  to  b*  turned  Into  coffee. 

There  Is  another  side  to  thi.s"  Inclu.slon 
of  Belgium  wlthjn  an  overriding  Reich 
economy.  In  consultation  with  Belgian 
Industrialist*  and  bankers,  vital  decisions 
are  being  taken  involving  the  fate  of  the 
country  s  principal  induatflaa.  The  pro- 


duction of  CI  in- lit  and  bricks  is  encour- 
aged, while  the  motor-car  tire  industry  is 
to  be  closed  down.  This  appears  to  be 

Within  the  compass  of  the  German  inten- 
tion to  try  to  make  Holland  and  Belgium 
and  possibly  Den'mark,  Compiemehtary 
unit.s  within  one  economy  whose  direction 
will  be  from  Berlin  and  whose  policy  will 
depend  upon  the  exigencies  of  the  Third 
Reich.  So  far  as'  pos^ble  they  must  be 
independent  of  any  support  from  Oer- 

.many  and  yet  capable  of  maintaining 
themselves  at  a  level  above  the  starva- 
tion line. 

The  imphfatiuns  of  such  a  policy.  If  it 
comes  to  anything,  are  not  yet  appre- 
ciated' by  the  ordinary  Belgian.  He  is 
given  ghjwing  accounUs  of  the  prospect* 
of  the  future  by  hi*  German  master. 
Nazi  and  military  quarter.s  ridicule  the 
idea  of  a  food  shortage  in  the  coming 
Winter.  As  propaganda  it  may  be  good, 
yet  the  forebodings  of  well-infoi*med  Bel- 
gians and  neutrals  are  shared  by  the 
Oerman  banker*  who  have  XBQoaired  Into 
Belgium  on  the  heels  of  the  army.  These 
gentry  have  few  fusions  about  the  real 
state  of  affairs  and  in  suitable  company 
have    no    mode.^ty    in    expressihg  their 

.  doubtfi.  Indeed  they  have  a  risky  Job, 
being  expected  to  make  an  economy  work 
which  does  not  contain  the  seed*  of  suc- 
cess within  It.  -  ' 

A  first  check  came  quickly.  In  con.sul- 
•  1  h  II  with  the  Belgian  Central  Bank  of 
Is  u-  ,  the  Germain  financial  experts  de- 
cided to  found  a  note  *ssue  upon  the  B'ack- 

,  Ing  of  25  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all 
Immovably  property  in  the  country.  This 
plan  proved  Impractical,  and  for  the 
present  the  cash  buying  power  of  '  the 
Belgians,  except  tho.se  who  are  so  lucky 
as  to  earn  a  few  marHs  by  working  for 
their  master*,  1*  derived  from  hoarded 
money  now  coming  to  linht  Tlie  stock 
will  rapidly  dwindle,  especially  as  so  many 
commodltl^«  havef  to  be  paid  for  In  marks 
purchasable  at  an  exfienoive  rate  of  ex- 
change.

The  Germans  could  be  good  friends  or 
the  J3iost  fearful  enemies.  Ever  since  the 
begmir.ng  of  the  invasion  the  German* 
have  taken  care  to  show  their  powers 
of  potential  Xrlght fulness.  Most  Belgians 
saw  the  vast  swastika  pamted  oh  the 
skies  .bjr4,9frman  airplanes  in  the  fir.«t 
days. "  and   heard   the   terrifying  Jiol^ 

-  made  by  bombs  and  sheUs.  ^ow 
Oerman  bombers  drone  contlniially  over 
the  Belgian  cities,  performing  the  dual

Oerman  propaganda  has  certainly  had 
a  notable  success.  The  passive  resistance 
of  1914-iHt  nowhere  m  evidence.  There 
Is,  in  fact,  a  considerable  amn-int  of  co- 
operation, willingly  given  and  gratetuUy 
accepted.  Ministries  arc 


prived  of  the  r  chiefs,  but  still  with  an  ex- 
perienced body  of  permanent  civil  serv- 
anta.  Most  of  the  big  bankers  and  indus- 
trialists who  are  still  In  Belgium  are  con- 
tinually consulted  by  the  Germans.  Al- 
most the  only  major  change  from  the  old 
dispensation  Is  the  substitution  of  Ger- 
man military  officials  for  the  provincial 
govertfor*.— Kething  ha*  been  left  undone 
to  blacken  the  Brltl.sh  In  Belgian  eyes;  tHe 
same  applies  in  a  less  degree  to  the 
French.  Thla  has  not  been  difficult  since 
the  KuiK  -still  holds  the  affections  of  the 
people,  and  the  attitude  of  the  Allies,  and 
especially  of  the.  Plerlot  Government  to 
the  royal  capitulation  profoundly  shocked 
many  Belgians.  It  has  formed  a  happy 
text  for  German  propaganda  ever  since. 

The  Ace  of  Trumps 

THE  triumphs  of /German  propaganda 
are  becpming  le.«.s  marked  A*  the  oc- 
cupation lengthens.'^  It  was  in  the  first 
place  father  overdone.  Then  the  Germans 
Jiavc  as  yet  had  nb  success  in  capturing 
the  allegiance  of  the  King  to  the  new 
order  of  things.  Hf  is  indeed  the  ace  Of 
trump.s  In  the  political  pack  of  cards.  Un- 


like Queen  WAlhel^nina  and  the  Grand 
Duchess  of  Luxembourg,  who  have  simply 

been  Ignored  by  the  Germans,  King  Leo- 
pold 1$  the  key  to  the  Belgian  situation. 
If  he  could-  be  persuaded  to  accept  respon- 
sibility and  form  a  Government  under 
Oerman  dictation  the  way  In  the  future 
would  be  simple.  The  Belgian  Government 
m  Fi:ii:re  has  little  following.  The  King 
is  the  only  poasibie  alternative.  But  the 
King  has  consistenitly  refiued  to  co-op- 
erate in  any  way  with  th6  Gi nnans.  All 
kinds  of  personal  and  poliucai  pre^isure 
have  been  brought  to  bear  upon,  him; 
promises  of  a  future  free  Belgium,  when 
the  Hitler  victory  is  ad  actuality,  with 
suitable  compensation  In  £he  nd^th  of 
France  for  the  Coastal  strip  which  If  1* 
Intended  to  form  into  a  German  province. 

So  far  the  trump  card  has  refused  to 
be  played,  and  a^  long  as  lie  continues 
to  refuse  German  plans  for  Belgium  are 
doomed  to  failure.  No  amount  of  propa- 
ganda and  no- amount  of  apparent  will- 
ingness to  li.~ten  to  Beltrian  troubles  will 
turn  aside  the  .stark  facts  of  econoniic 
disaster.,  Belgium  is  likely  to  become  a 
grave  liability  if  the  war  cannot  be  fin- 
ished in  the  shortest  possible  time.  Temp- 
er* on  both  rides  are  Uable  to  become 
worn  under  the  tub  nf  eeonomir  neces- 
sity. If.  that  does  happen  the  old  spirit 
of  defiance  Is  certain  to  reassert  Itaelf.

nent  terrestrial  lncrea.se. 
The  name  "Puntledge"  has  such  an  Eng- 

In  the  Old  Land'or  some  early  .settler  or 
explorer,  that  I  was  quite  surprised  to^ 
find  it  of  Indian  origin.  But  looking  Into 
Dr.  W.  F.  Tolnile's  "Comparative  Vocabu- 
laries of  the  Indian  Tribes  of  British  Co- 
lumbia," published  in  1884,  I  find  that 
the  river  derives  its  name  from  the  Lnr 
riian  "Puntlatsh,"  the  name  of  the  local 
village  of  Indians.  "Comox"  similarly  is 
an  English  corruption  of  "Kowmooks,"  or 
Indians  of  that  Kowmook  sept  of  the 
'  Cowichan '  or  Kawltshin  clan  to  which 
the  Puntlatsh  Indians  belong.  The  Kow- 
mooks were  thus  related  to  the  "Nanal- 
mo"  or  Snanaimooh  Indians  and  to  the 
"Songhees"  or  Bongls.  whose  local  village 
was  tlilrty  years  ago  on  the  weet  Side  of 
Victoria  Harbor,  until  the  city's  expectpi- 
tlon  of  growth  made  It  necessary  to  move 
the  village  to  the  triangle  between  Craig- 
flower  and  Admirals  Roads  and  convert 
the  Indian  reserve  Into  an  Industrial  one. 
Other  local  .septs  were  found  at  "Sooke" 
or  Soke,  at  "Saanieh"  or  Samt.sh,  at  "Na- 
noose"  or  Nanoos,  and  at  points  along 
the  Mainland  coast,  while  the  uUUa  Clan 
Kawit.shin  had  its  headquaiiten  at  and 
around  Cowichan  Bay. 

Power  House  and  Cliffs 

I REGRET  I  had  not  a  map  with  me 
when  my  friend 'Oreig  took  me  from 
Royston  to  the  Puntledge  powpr  house.  In 
an  unfamiliar  district  it  Is  di(T\cult  to  keep 
your  bearings.  While  the  hiRh  ranges  that 
^  stretched  away  to  the  north  between  us 
and  the  Forbidden  Plateau  were  finely 
displayed,  the  middle  distance  was  lesf_ 
easily  seen  because  oLthe  strips  of  timber 
the  landscape.  So  I  cannot  say 
exactly  how  we  got  to  our  not-distant 
destination,  i  do'.knowvh'owever.  that  on 
our  way  we  .stopped  for  a  few  minut<>s  to 
watch  a  coal  exploration  party  at  work. 
With  a  diamond  drill  the  three  workers 
were  pirrrlng  the  luiderlylng  sedimentary 
rock  while  near  by  lay  in  long  lengths 
the  core  cut  by  the  dlrcllng  tool,  slender 
columns  of  dark  .shale.  There  is  a  fa.s- 
cination  about  these  samples  of  the 
earth's  crust  cut  out  as  if  our  globe  were 
a  vast  cheese.  It  is  true  you  see  just  what 
you  might  in  some  lofty  cllfT  or  in  the 
mighty  folds  made  by  ancient  earth  move- 
ments, as  in  the  Leech  River  and  Maiahat 
rorks;  but,  these  rores  are  clean  and 
fresh  and  free  from  weathering  and  ail 
the  earthy  products  that  so  oonuiumly 
obscure  the  exterior  of  outcrops.  -Bo  while 
our  two  boy -companions  are  naturiUy 
deeply  li^tei^sted  In  the  engine  and^the 
mechanism  of  the  drill  with  it.s  transla- 
tion of  one  movement  into  anoUier,  we 
look  y/fVgh  at  least  equal  Interest  on'  the 
two  hundred  feet  or  SO  of  rOck  expoaed  in 
the  sections  of  core. 

The  electric  power  station  la  situated  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Puntledge  and  In  a 
clearing  in  the  forest  that  happUy  pre«_ 
serves  something  of  (Is  oflifrn&I  appear- 
ance.  combined  with  not  a  little  of  the 
park.  The  sanager,  on  discovering  otutf 
object,  sh'owsi  us  a  fine  fossil! ferous  block 
from  the  rivei:  dlfl^.  Jusl  the  thing  to 
whet  one's  appetite.  But  before  we  go  we 
take  a  walk  about  the  power  house.  The 
contrast  between  the  great  generating 
plant  and  the  plants,  foliage  and  flowrr- 
k)i-r4ft  muie  apparent  than  real,  for  as  a 
matter  of  cold  fMl  tmh  giew  i^ant  la. 
In  the  words  of  a  recent  writer,  a  "Ufe- 
engine.  an  internal  .  combustion  e^ipe 
doing  woriC  tnd  not  (inly  nslBC  fuel  but 
at  the  same  time  mami^lQtQring  a  variety 
of  substances.  It  U  ft  iUent  engine  and 
factory  in  one.  and  It  Is  this  sllenee  com- 
bined with  a  certain  apparent  lack  ot*" 
motion  and  stability  of  appearance  that 
hide*  ^rom  our  casual  eye  the  prodigious 
Mllllty  of  Its  millions  of  Uvini^.«aysr  - 

A  path  along  the  Jlnc  bank  leads  us 
by  lerny  ways  and  btto^  willows  and 
ftKMMi  nnfiil  ftnd  eedars,  to  a  point 
where  we  come  out  on  the  edge  of  thr 
water.    The  ^Puntledge  is  comparaUvely 


projecting  edjje.s  of  the  sandy  shales.  But 
towards  ItJiftJaUddie,  of  the  bend  the 
miniature  tferracei^  dtfappear  and  furthest 
progress  cannot  be  made  at  the  present 
stage  of  the  water.  At  a  favorable  point 
I  settle  down  to  make  a^  hurried  penetl' 
.sketch*  of  the  scene  while  my  companions 
^o  further  on.  Where  I  am  sitting  there 
is  one  of  those  dykes  which  I  described  a 
fortnight  agB  a.s' occurring  on  the  shore 
of  Hornby  Island.  It  looks  at  first  sight 
like  an  injection  of-apme  light-colored 
iRncous  rock.  It  is,  however,  a  saiidstone- 
dyke  like  the  others,  traceable  up  the 
cliff  till  lost  in  the  bushes  and  also  under

Coral  From  the  Cretaceous 

Sooirthr^btherr  return, -bringing  with 
them  .some  fragments  of  aiffihonites 
and.  what  is  more  interesting,  Tt  curious 
fos.^il  that  from,  the  bits  of  black  and  lus- 
trous coal  adhermg  to  it  looks  like  a  piece 
of  fossil  Wood.  No  known  tree,  however, 
of  either  our  time  or  the  Cretaceous  has 
marking  lik<»  thiM  riAllriit^  ■mi 
placed  radiatinp  lines  springing  from  a. 
point,  situated  close  to  one  &ide  of  the 
—rather  Udney-shaped  section.  It  la  neces- 
sary in  order  to  identify  this  bit  of  the 
ancient  world  to  take  it  home  and  clean 
off  some  of  the  superficial  material.  Per- 
haps then  it.s  nature  will  be  revealed. 

To  advance  my  story  — a  pardonable 
process  with  such  a  find— let  me  say  that 
on  my  return  to  Victwla  I  gave  it  a  good 
washing  and  then  examined  Its  structure 
with  a  good  glass.

iound\  It  to  be  a  coral  and  of  a  kind  new 

to  me,  whose  knnwledRe  of  corals  is  dis- 
tinctly limited.  So  far  as  I  know  no  corals 
had  been  foimd  .among  the  Cretaceous 
fos.sils  of  our  coa.st.  I  have  since  found, 
however,  that  a  very  small  specimen  was 
collect  by  James  Richardson  froni  the 
rocks  of  Hornby  Island  and  described  by 
.J.  F.  Whlteaves  in  1879.  Its  greatest  di- 
ameter was  one-third  of  an  inch  and  Ita 


total  length  five-twelfths.   Its  structure 

i.s,  however,  entirely  different  from  thai 
of  the  Puntledge  one,  though  both  are  cup 
corals.  ~Oar  one  la  two  and  three-quarter 
inches  In  greatest  diameter.  The  fragment 
averages  an  inch  and  a^^Jialf  in  height. 
The  main  radiatlng^  divisions  or  sep^i  are 
numerou.s,  fifty  or  sixty,  and  there  are 
from  one  to  three  secondary  ones  between 
each  pair.  The  coral  in  its  perfect  form 


must  have  been  quite  large  and  probably 

spent  its  sluggish  life  on  the  bottom  of 
the  Cretaceous  sea,  where-it  had  for  com- 
panions the  various  ammonite  types  mhoi$ 
remains  are  so  much  more  common.  At 
any  rate  the  find  now  satisfactorily  set- 
tled crowns  the  Puntledge  trip.

LUNCH  room  has  recently  been 
opened  in  the  cellar  of  the  National 
Gallery  for  use  of  the  forces  and  workers 
at  nearby  ministries.  It  Is  run  on  the 
American  "Help  Yourself"  system,  the 
prices  being  kept  as  low  as  possible.  As 
all  I  the  workers  are  voluntary,  however, 
there  Is  still  a  profit  for  war  charities. 

The  Idea  arose  out  of  the  succe,ss  of  a 
snack  bar-  which  Lady  Oater  has  been 
running  In  connection  with  the  National 
Oallery  lunch  Inxur  concerts.  In  eight 
months  she  has  made  $0,000  for  the 
Mu.slcians'  nenevolcnl  Fund. 

Incidentally,  Trafalgar  Square,  where 
the  NaUonal  .Oailery  stands,  Is  the  first 
"sight Dominions  troops  wl,sh   to  visit 
when  on  leave  in  London.    In  1786  this 
famous  open  space  Was  largely  covered  by 
the  RoyaV  mews.  wh;rh  cia''f!  from  the 
thirteenth  century  and  had  been  rebuilt 
at  least  twice.

Campbell  River  and  a.s  we  run  along 
the  fine  highway  north  of  l^dwick  I 

-cannot  help  thinking  of  the  same  route 
as  it  was  when  I  last  traveled  it  Jn  ifli7. 
Here  today,  instead  of  forest,  ire  open 
vistas  of  the  Coa.st  Range  on  the  right  and 
^iV*  forbidden  Plateau  mountiOps  and  «™ 
their  footfalls  bn  the  other.   Farmhouse  - 
follows    farmhouse,    comfortable  homes 
with   pleasant   gardens  "  and    orchards  ^ 
-among  their  ilelds.  Broad  and  smooth  is 
the  road  that  runs  between.    But  in  1917 
we  ran  through  forest,  and  the  I-'ord  went  ' 
warily,  dodging  the -stumps  and  trunks 
worn  by  whlfRetrees.    Away  Co  thv~WMt — 
logging  was  going  on,  it  is  true,  and  there 

.  was  a  great  area  of  forest  ruins  towards  ^ 
Headquarters. 

When  we  come  to  Oy.st,«  r  River  I  stare""" 
with  puzzled  astonishment.  Where  is  the 
ri?ei  X  sketched  In  waternsolors  from  the 
bridge  on  the  17th  oT~Aprll  twenty-thret 
years  ago?  I  have  the  sketch  still  and  my 
memo^  Is  not  at  fault.  The  sketch  book 
shows  a  river  closely  bordered  by  alders, 
*rillows  and  firs  that  rise  almo.^t  from  the 
^water^  edggi  Today  the  river-bed  is  open — 
and  the  dense _woods  are  gone.  Even  mak- 
ing the  necessary  allowanc.-;  fnr  the  dif- 

betwern  April  and  August,  the — 
Oyster  now  suggests  a  nanf^rnla  itreai 
with  a  quick  run-off  from  lack  of  forest 
coverage  In  its  drainage  basin  and  with  a 
resulting  abundance  of  gravel  in  Its  lower 
reaches  in  which  to  lose  itself 

Beyond  the  Oyster  I  look  out  for  the 
great  boulder  by  the  bhore,  and  as  we 
drew  near  Campbell  River  we  ^ame~at 
last  upon  It,  translormed  mto  a  ma.ssive 
advertising  board  and  reminding  on^  for 
all  the  world  of  Samson  in  the  house  of 
captivity  At  the  viilat'e  my  eyes  travel 
across  Di.scuvtry  Passage  to  Cape  Mudge 
and  the  little  Indian  reserve,  to  Quathlaakl 
Cove  where  the  old  Pidcock  hou.se  stlU 
rises  boldly  on  its  hill  and  recalls  pleasant 
days  there  with  my  hospitable  friends  the 
Comleys.  I  can  almost  .see  indeed  I  can 
in  imagination— the  attle  Governor  Mus- 
grave  making  Its  way  towards  Campbell 
JJiver  wharf.  There,  iuo.  beyond  Gowland 
Harbor  are  Uie  -Copper  Cliffs  where  the 
purple  sea  urehltis  dwell  by  thousands  in 
the  translucent  water.  This  vfew^HarHot 
changed,  perhaps  becau.se  distance  among 
Its  other  enchantments  has  this  one:  it 
veils  the  .smaller  particulars  that  it  may 
maVe  the  broadly  general  the  more  Im- 
portant and  Impress  on  us  its  signincance. 

We  drive  on  to  Forbes  Landing  and  X 
.see  for  the  first  time  the  placid  waters  of 
Lake  Campbell  among  its  dark  hills,  look- 
ifif  all  the  more  impre.sslve  after  that 
barren  ai.d  li-  Mlate  coiiiitry  that,  .scpar-  • 
ates  it  from  the  neighborhood  of  Camp- 
bell River  and  Campbell.  It  is  an  extra- 
ordinary physioRraphy  that  reveals  itself 
with  the  strippinK  r)f  the  forest  Curious 
hollows  in  the  drift  and  a  few  strange 
hills  of  dark  rock  jising  llke-ib»  "mes^s " 
of  laVa  reglon.s  If  Is  to  be  expected  that 
the  surface  should  be  odd.  for  within  the 
few  miles  between  here  and  Johnstona 
strait  the  great  Ice-field  pa.s,slnK  through 
the  Coast  Range  from  the  interior  pla« 
teaus  divided,  one  pan  going  northwest  . 
by  way  of  Queen  Charlotf/-  R  Jiind  the 
other  going  southeast  to  divide  again 
after  a  kmg  Journey  into  the  Puget  Sound 
iMid  Juan  de  Pooa  fMds. 

ThiNidcring  Elk  Fallt 

IF  all  was  peace  at'  Forbes  Landing,  It 
was  not  Sf)  at  Elk  F'all.s  The  thunder 
we  could  hear  long  before  we  saw  the, 
cause,  I  had  heard  and  readHi  good  deal 
about  the  fallK-whf?*h.  by  the  way,  I  had 
missed  seeing  in  1917  becau.se  of  a  late 
Spring  and  late-lying  mow  blocking  the 
road -but  "the  half  had  not  been  told 
me  "  Walking  down  from  the  car  we  aud^ 
denly  see  the  dark  chasm  Into  which  the 
river  leap.s  spanned  by  a  rainbow  at  th»' 
afternoon  sun  lalls  on  the  silver  mist. 
Imagine  a  great  crevice  perhaps  sixty  fe«t~ 
wide  (ijx  i.ed  in  the  dark  volcn.ir  rock  and 
blocked  at  the  near  end.  and  at  right 
angles  to  this  the  bed  of  the  river  a  hun- 
di-ed  feet  or  more  aboVi  the  bottom  of 
the-crevice.

blihg  the  breaking  froth  of  a  Wave's  curl., 
All  this  whitenes.s  of  foam  aftd  the  «llvery' 
mist  and  the  glowing  color  o(  the  rainbow 
are  eeen  against  rocks  rendered  Ifoubly 
black  by  the  perpetual  ^pray.  Tt  Is  a  place 
to  linger  at.  to  see  under  all  lighU.  even 
by  the  moonUght.  ia-iril'aeasona 
and  all  conditions  r,f  w.Tfer.  Unfortunately, 
though  there  are  delighiful  seaVe>-And. 
XiB^er-0i9^romnn  places,  these  are  only 
for  the  passing  vlsitofi-lenvy  those  young 
men  who  labored  in  their  camp  here  to 
make  this  park  and  the  fails  so  accessible, 
for  they  must  have  seen  the  river  under 
pretty  nearly  all  aspects.

Letter  and  Spirit 


To  flank  of  f>(ime  nf  our  Lord's  .'sav- 
ings In  the  Bermon  on  the  Mount 
as-pouniela  of  perfection,  or  Impos- 
^Jllble  ideiJf.  is  to  miss  their  real  .sif^nif- 
icance.  They  are  not  to  be  interpreted 
as  rlRld  rules  for  conduct,  but  rather  as 
Ruulina:  prlnclplt-.s,  for  "the  letter  killeth, 
but  thf  Spirit  givcth  hfe.  '  It  Is  signif- 
icant that  our  Lord  gave  no  set  of  rules 
to  His  dlitclplps.  What  He  did  was  to 
rnmmunicate  to  thchi  a  certain  spirit, 
an  attitude  to  hfe  and  to  Ood,  >hich 
would  itself  be  the  ultimate  guide  and 
criterion  of  fheir  roiuiiirt. 

If,  when  we  are  told  to  love  our  en- 
emies, to  resist  not  evil,  to  tturh  the  othe^ 
cheek,  surh  .sayiiiR.s  are  taken  a.s  einborly- 
ing  rules  of  conduct,  many  will  feel  thcm- 
■elvee  In  deep  perplexity  at  the  present 
time.  To  love  our  enemies  would  clearly 
be  impossible  If  love  meant  a  feeling  of 
affection.  But  If  love  be  rfgarded  m  a 
•pIrHi  «»«tmtide,  a  desire  to  Render  the 


most  effective  help,  whether  to  tho.'-e  who 
are  suffering  by  reason  of  their  actlvlUes 
of  evil  In  the  world,  dr  to  the  per^traton 

of  the  evil  them.selves.  It  might  well  not 
only  mvolve  but  even  demand  the  use 
of  foreer 

There  aie  many  who  in  these  strange 
days  of  tension  find  It  difficult  to  har- 
monise With  the  spirit  of  love  what  they 
feel  bound  to  do.   Since  they  see  no  al- 
ternative to  the  u.se  of  force  they  are 
jinable  to  understand  how  any  place  for 
love  can  be  found.  So  they  are  tempted 
to  think  that  there  is  no  practical  solu- 
tion of  the  problem,  or  at  least  that  the 
attempt  to  discover  It  must  be  postponedn 
Force,  however,  may  br'  u.sed  without 


jniad  and  even  in  circles  which 
generally  are  well  informed,  a  cer- 
tain misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the 
manner  in  which  enemy  prisoners  should 
be  treated  In  Canadian  internment  camps. 

Certain  individuals  and  also  certain 
publications  claim  thai  enemy  prisoners 
are  very  favorably  treat.t>d  in  Canadian 
internment  camps,  that  they  receive  even 
better  treatment  than  our  own  soldiers. 
They  think  more  severity  should  be  ex- 
ercised in  regard  to  enemy  prisoners  and 
they  suppose  that  British  military  pris- 
oners are  less  well  treated  in  Germany 
than  German  prisoners  are  in  Canada. 
In  that,  lies  an  inaccuracy  which  should 
be  dissipated  at  the  earliest  pos.sible  mo- 
ment, for  to  allow  it  to  spread  would  . 
Injure  the  Interests  of  the  country  and 
above  all  would  provoke  against  British 
prisoners  severity  which,  it  goes  without 
saylog.  must  oe  avoioea. 

In  the  first  place,  It  must  be  ren',em- 
bered  that  regulations  relative  to  intern- - 
mcnt  camps  are  laid  down  in  the  Inter- 
national convention  adopted  at  Geneva  on 
July  27,  1929.  and  signed  by  close  to  fifty 
countries,  of  which  Canada  was  one.  The 
ofganliatlon  and  administration  of  in- 
ternment camps  in  Canada  are  strictly 
based  on  the  regulations  laid  down  In  this 
International  convetnlon.  If  enemy  prls- 
onrrs  are  to  well  treated,  responsibility 
hes  with  this  mternatlonal  convention 
and  not  with  the  Canadian  federal  au- 
thorities. 

Under  Inspection 

UT  there  Is  more.  Internment  lamps 
come  under  an  international  Juris- 
diction, a  kind  of  commis.";ion  of  arbitra- 
tion which  sends  hispectors  and  observ- 
ers Into  belligerent  countries  In  order  to 
Inform  them.selves  In  regard  to  the  man- 
ner In  which  the  convention  relative  to 
war  prisoners  Is  dbserved"  One  of  these 
observers  Is  at  the  present  time  visiting 
Canadian  ramps  to  hear  the  complaints  of 
Gerfiian  and  Italian  prisoners.  British 
countries  also  have  their  observers  in  Ger- 
many and  In  territories  occupied  by  the 
enemy.  They  hear  the  complaints  of 
British  prisoners  and  report  to  the  Inter- 
national eommi."islon.  A  point  which 
should  be  underlined,  Is  that  the  com-" 
plaint  of  the  war  prisoner  la  taken  more 
.seriously  than  the  explanations  or  excuses 
which  the  country  might  make  which  has 
Interned  the  prisoner.  Those  who  admln- 
IsUer  internment  might  evidently  endeavor 
to  Justify  themselves  but  the  international 


Recent  Escapes

in  Canada.  Newspapers  have  proteited 
when  they  learned  that  the  only  disii- 
plinary  penalty  which  can  be  imposed  on 
those  who  escape,  once  th^y  are  caught, 
is  twenty-eight  day^solitary  confinement. 
"There  ought  to  be  4  penalty  of  at  least 
'five  years,"  according  to  some  publica- 
tions. Now  the  convention  stipulates  that 
the  confinement  imposed  for  escapes 
sh&ll  not  exceed  twenty-eight  days.  Others 
have  suggested  that  the  heads  of  war 
prisoner*  should  be  shaved  In  order  that 


they  might  be  more  ea.'^ily  idenliflcd  by 
the  pubhc  when  they  succeed  hi  escap- 
ing. There  agum  one  must  consult  the 
convention  wiuch  forbids  all  "atigma"  in 
reganUo  prisoners.  If  we  were  to  shave 
the  heads  of  German  prisoners,  the  Nazis 
might  perhaps  feel  justified  in  marking, 
with  a  hot  Iron,  the  foreheads  of  British 
piisontts  whom  they  eau^t  after- an  es- 
cape. 

Finally,  there  Is  one  Important  point 

which  mu.st  be  born  in  mind:  for  each 
German  prisoner  detained  in  Canada, 
there  are  a  hundred  in  Germany  from 
British  countries  and  from  territories  oc- 
cupied by  the  enemy.  The  infraction 
which  we  should  commit  would  therefore 
be  multiplied  a  hundred  fold  agalnit  our 
own  soldiers  in  Germany.

I'  profrtu  of  work  by  referring  to 

monthly  lists  of  .suKKt-slion.s  in  neu- 
erai  garden  books  or  current  publications 
Is  certain  to  llnd  the  making  of  hardwood 
cuttings  and  root  cuttings  listed  for  late 
Autumn.  Although  both  methods  of  plro- 
pagsQon  adaptable  for  only  certain 
Ifoiiiw  of  plants,  they  are  common,  reli- 
able nursery  method.s,  writes  Dorothy  H. 
Jenkins  In  The  New  York  Times.  T 

Hardwood  cuttlngi  are  made  of  woody 
stemmed  .shrubs,  doriduou.s  and  evcrKrorn, 
the  berry  plants  and  vjnes.  As  much  suc- 
-eeet^^dtbot^  it  1«  ilower,  eaa  be  obtained 
from  l^ardwood  cuttings  of  such  material 
«•  from  the  soft  herbaceous  cuttings  of 
gieranluma  and  begonia»' which  everyone 
tries.  Hardwood  cutU^^,^s  are  made  in 
|4ovember,  when  leaves  have  failed  aikd 
the  woody  plants  are  dormant.  Six  to 
elght-incli  lengths  of  f^rm,  new  wood  are 
cut  from  forsyth^a,  privet,  althea  and  so 
on.  The  stems  should  have  at  least  four 
buds  and  if  the  internode  between  thr 
two  lower  buds  is  comparatively  short,  the 
cuttings  are  likely  to  take  root  more 
readily. 

Thr  cuttings  are  then  tied  in  bunches, 
one  variety  to  a  bttneh^  whieh  may  Include 
M  mtpy  M  Afty  cuttings,  with  the  tip 
end.s  poiritinR  in  thf  same  direction.  Then 
AlM  bundles  Ui4  hUntwuie  tn  a^ilat 
of  molat  sand  or  peat  moes  and  stored  In 
a  cool  cellar  for  the  Winter. 

Hardwood  cutlinK.s  are  quite  likely  to 


form  only  a  callus  at  the  butt  ends  rather 
tfmn  ro(H.s  over  Winter.  But  in  Spring 
these  caiiused  cuttings  Vlll  develop  speed- 
ily when  planted  in  "tows  In  the  cblil'~ 
■fttme  or  garden  with  only  their  tlpfjhow- 
iiiR  above  the  surface  of  the  soil. 

Some  horticulturists  bellftve  that  soft- 
wood cuttings  of  woody  plfnts  made  be- 
tween May  and  August  of  new  tip  end 
growth  ar^  eaaer  and  certainly  quicker  to 
root  Ihim  the  dormant  or  hardwood  ones. 
However,  there  Is  no  reason  why  any  gar- 
dener need  be  baflled  or  unsucces^iful  with 
hardwood  cuWhfi:  CuttiiSfrmi^r»UbT5i 
made  of  evergreen  shrubs,  although  they 
are  more  satisfactory  if  made  during 
August  and  September -and-  Inserted  In- 
dividually In  flat.s  or  cold  frames  contain- 
ing; moist  sand  or  peat  moss.

Protect  Poultry  From 

Unnecessary  Alarms 

ONE  will  always  find  that  the  man  who 
makes  a  splendid  success  of  his  poul- 
try has  a  great  gift  for  "gettlnf  on"  with 
his  birds.  They  welcome  his  approach. 
They  find  pleasure  in  undoing  his  shoe- 
lades.  'They  pick  the  com  out  of  the  bot- 
tom of  his  trousers.  They  feed^out  of 
his  hand. 

It  all  goes  to  show  that  fowls  appreclata 
gentleness,  alow,  unhurried  movement, 
quiet  management  and  friendly  actions. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  fowls  won't  lay 
regularly  and  at  a  high  rate  if  they  are 
nubjected  to  rough  treatment,  noisy  at- , 
tention.  strange  animals  and  excitable 
■trangers. 

^  They  like  peace  and  quiet.  And  yet  the 
birds  can  be  trained  by  careful  handling 
and  petting  to  have  such  confidence  in 
their  attendant  that  they  are  unaffected 
by  the  chatteruig  of  friends  who  come  to 
View  the  garden  poultry-farm. 

White  Wyandnttes  are  the  most  docile 
fowls  and  they  will  do  b'etter  than  the 
more  exclUble  light  breeds  If  .the  house 
is  exposed  to  the  passers-by  or  possibly 
to  strange  dogs  and  cats. 

Rhode  Island  Reds  are  also  frtendly 
creatures;  Light  Sus.sex  ra.    -r  less  .so. 

Light  breeds  such  as  White  -Leghorns 
or  Anconas  are  far  more  susceptible  te 
%clses.' but  even  these  can  be. 


taught  to  reiy  upon  the  protection  of  the 
poultryman. 

ftoMl&a  alarm&jnust  be  avoided  or  the 
birds  may  leap  high  in  the  air  or  scatter 
into  the  run.  This  may  resUit  Ui  IhUru^

Chasing  by  a  dog  is  particularly  liable

.  water  when  he  wants  it;  and  he  must

The  Overgrown  Pastures 
Should  Be  Mowed 

THE  apiwarance  of  numbers  of  pastures 
at  this  time  of  year  shows  that  much 
of  the  grassland  Is  far  from  being  utUlied 
to  best  advantage. 

In  many  fields  there  are  big  patches  of 
overgrown  grass,  left  uneaten  when  In  the 
young  state,  and  which  ran  to  seed  early, 
forming  mature,  toughish  stems  that  will 
never  be  grazed  off.  This  condition  rep- 
resents waste  and  loss  of  productiveness 
In  the  grazing.  • 

Mostly  it  arises  because  the  grass  was 
not.  stocked  to  lull  capacity  in  the  period 
when  the  growth  was  most  active  Con- 
.sequently  the  grazing  got  ahead  of  the 
stock.  With  more  animals  to  deal  with  the 
fast-growing  herbage,_the  grass  would 
have  been  kept  clo.sely  grazed;  and  It  is 
in  this  condition— short  and  leafy— that 
'  It  has  maximum  feeding  quality: 

It  is,  of  course,  not  always  prartlrable 
to  buy  in  extra  stock  Just  for  the  period 
when  tiie  grazing  Is  at  Its  belt.  But  there 
is  at  any  rate  the  alternative  of  limiting 
the  stock  to  ^ust  the  area  which  they  can  • 
closely  grase.  The  stock  will  do  better, 
and  ah  early  hay  crop  could  be  got  from 
the  remainder,  .so  avoiding  wa.ste.  *y 

Where,  however,  the  grass  has  been  al- 
loWfO  to  get  ahead  of  t4?e  stock,  the  harm 
can  now  be  lessened  by  mowing  down  thi 
mature  stemmy  irowth.  It  wlllbe  but  a 
light  job  Jar  the  mower,  whlcn  kt  the 
same  time  will  top  off  a  number  of  weeds. 
Younger  grass  will  grow  better  afterward*. 

Moreover,  tl\e  mowing  will  not  be 
wasted.  It  Is  a  remarkable  fact  that 
grasses  which  are  apparently  unpalatable 
while  growing  will  be  readily  eaten  by 
Stock  when  they  have  ihrtveUM  and  be- 
come hay.  •  *

Agricultural  Supplies  Board,  which 
was  formed  after  the  outbreak  of  war 
last  September,  hjus  been  following  closely 
Canadian  seed  suppUes  of  cereaU,  fibre 
flax,  fnraue  crope^  field  roots  and  garden 
vegetable  seeda  For  the  seed  season  of 
1940  normal  seed  supplies  were  found 
available  and  the  prospects ' Ittt-'iSed 
supphes  now  are  favorable. 

Careful  investigation  of  seed  stocks  on 
hand,  seed  Imports  and  exports  ami  (  u- 
trarts  for  delivery  in  1941  and  1942  indi- 
cate a  probable  shortage  In  1942  of  eer- 
.  tato  bi-ennl«MMd^!oots  and  vegetable 
crops.  Including  mangel,  swede,  garden 
beet,  cabbage,'  caulifluwcr.  parsnip  %nd 
alao  two  annual  crops,  radish  and  spinaich. 

Respective  seed  short-ages  from  these 
crops  are  due  to  the  cutting  off  of  supplies 
from  Holland  and  Denmark^tod  to  un<^ 
tainty  as  to  quantities  that  rofty  \ik  IIH- 
ported  fmm  Great  Britain. 

This  situation  was  reported  to  the  Ag- 
ricultural Supplies  Board,  at  the  confer- 
enve  with  representatives  of  Provincial 
Departments  of  Agriculture,  held  In  Ot- 
tawa, July  18  to  20.  It  was  agreed  at

Rambler  Roses  May  Be 
Propagated  Easily 

By  Layering  . 

RAMBLER  roses  all  gn-w  on  their  own 
roots,  hence  you  need  have  no  fear 
of  a  sudden  collapse  if  you  don't  bud.  You 
know  that  other  things  being  equal,  you 
get  the  best  out  of  any  variety  in  the 
section  ivhen  it  has  tlfe  help  of  its  own 
roots  alone. 

This  l.s  a  cnmfoH  if  you  desire  to  pro- 
pagate a  fine  variety  such  aii  Easlea's 
Oolden  Rambler  or  Prince  of  Orange,  but 
ii;it\irally  you  wish  to  know  which  is  the 
be.st  way  of  setting  alioul  the  job. 

In  our  opinion  Uae  Iioikms  rest  with 
layering,  bejeause  4lurlng  rooting  and  for 
a  short  time  afterward.s.  the  young  plant 
enjoys  the  benefit  of  parental  support.  It 
gets  a  good  start,  with  no  risk  of  a  cheek 
or  backenlng. 

There  Is  ^o  limit  to  the  number  of  lay- 
ers you  may  root  dn..Any  .  tr€e.-^ut,  of 
course.  In  taking  your  decision  you  have 
to  look  forward  to  next  year's  flowers.  If 
you,  layer  every  young  shoot  you'll  get' 
none,  therefore  most  people,  unless  they 
are  out  to  propagate  to  the  maximum 
regardIesa_JJ(  the  future  of  t^hc_parent, 
cboofe  one  didbt     two^  the  most. 

— .     The  Mound  Soil 

BEFORE  preparing  these  shoots,  get 
reaby  the  little  mounds  in  which  they 
will  root  Loosen  the  underlying  soil  and 
lorm  for  each  layer  a  nine-inch  wide,  six-  . 
Inch  high,  fairly  firm  mound  of  good 
sandy  garden  soil.

Needless  to  say,  the  healthiest  shoots 
_ .must  .be  selected.   If  they  •jt  tied  to  the, 
Vlre  or  wall,  release  every^eJEhete  must  ^ 
b(*no  straining,  or  the  interruption  to  the 
sap  flow  will  retard  rooting. 

Now  to  cut  the  tongue.  At  a  point  twelve 
inches  beneath  the  bhoot  tip  remove  four 
leaves.

What  to  Do  When  Hens 
Have  Crop  Disorders 

>ROP  binding  is  such  a  simple  term 
that  poultry-keepers  too  ofteh  regard 
It  a.s  a  complaint  which  will  either  right 
it^self  or  in  any  case  need  not  occasion 
much  worry.  This  attitude  Is  quite  wrong, 
"TjecaUse  crop  Irregularities  may  indicate 
serious  Ill-health,  possibly  in  other  parts 
of  the  body. 

Crop  enlargement  need  not  merely  be 
the  result  of  the  bird  taking  a  big  meal,  it 
may  be  due  to  mechanical  obstruction, 
loss  of  nerve  power,  failure  of  muscular 
power,  worm  infest;ition,  or  the  action  of 
the  crop  of  moulds  and  germs. 

Mechanical  obstruction  i.s  the  old  "crop 
binding"  when  the,  crop  Is  enlarged  be- 
cau.se  it  is  filled  tightly  with  stringy, 
tough  grass  or  litter,  which  binds  Itself  to- 
gether and  causes  a  "mat'!  which  the  crop 
Juice  is  unable  to  .soften.  The  bird  i.s 
otherwise  in  good  h«aith  and  the  distinct, 
stiff  ball  can  be  felt  inside.  V  .— 
:  This  **mat"-or-bttir  mtnt  be^fteuKhby 
giving  two  tea.spoonfuls  of  giycerme  by 
way  of  the  mouth  and  then  massaging  the 
crop.  It  usually  passes  «way  normally, 
but  if  this  does  not  occur  within  twelve 
hours  of  massage  it  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  a  simple  operation.  A  small  cut 
in  the  outer  skin  Is  made  and  then  in  thf 
crop  skin.  The  obsttucling  matter  Is  re- 
moved with  a  teaspoon  and  the  wouhd 
sewn  up. 

When  the  nerve  power  is  affected,  prob- 
ably several  cases  will  be  found,  and  the 
crop  usually  contains  much  liquid  which 
is  obnoxious  and  evil  .smelling.  This  con- 
I  dition  is  generally  associated  with  fowl 
I  paralysis  in  which  the  nerves,  controlling 
the  crop  movement  have  become  diseased. 
Some  birds  will  undoubtedly  show  other 
signs  of  this  disease. 

Method  of  Treatment 

TREATMENT  should  be  to  wash  out  the 
contents,  for  thwe  ls-a%Ught  chamce 
that  the    bird    may    recover.   The  bird 
>■    Should  be  given  Uiree  or  four  tablespoon-* 
fuls  of  a  mUd  dlslnfectaht,  preferably  us- 
ing a  large  glas.s  .syringe. 

The  crop  is  then, massaged  to  mix  the^ 
contents.  andHhe  bird  inverted  upon  th* 
knees  of  the  attendant,  who  squeezes  the 
crop  "carefully  and  so  expels  the  ob- 
noxious fluUU-  — ^  ■  '  : 
Where  muscular  ptrwrr  Is  Imt  the  rrnp 
wlU  become  pendulous  and  hang  ,down 
like  a  bag.  Thie  crop  is  flabby  to  the  touch 
and  the  content*  usuatty  consist  of  a  thiht 
sour-smelling  liquid— hence  the  common 
lerffi  of  "sour  crop."  *

Thompson,  Assistant  Direc- 
tor. Imperi.al  Institute  of  Entpmology 
and  Superintendent  of  the  Insect  Parasite 
Laboratory,  Pamham  Royal,  Buckingham- 
shire, England,  has  been  transferred  t-o 
Belleville.  OnUrio,  to  continue  the  work 
of  the  laboratory.  He  will  have  at  his 
disposal  In  B(  llcviUe  the  facilities  of  the 
Dominion  Insect  Parasite  Laboratory, 
which  incidentally  is  the  largest  and  best 
equlpped-insUtution  of  lU  kind  ^  Jthe 
world. 

The  rea.'jun  for  Dr.  Thomp.son"s  transfer 
is  that  since  the  occupation  of  several  Eu- 
ropean countries  by  Germany;  it  has  be-^ 
come  imp«»sible  to  collect  in.secL  parasites 
for  propagation  and  distribution  to  Empire 
c<nintries.  Canada  and  the  United  States 
oiler  opportunities  for  the  collection  of 
new  species  of  parasites,  which  will  enable 
him  to  continue  work  similar  to  that 
which  he  has  been  doing,  for  many  years 
at  Farnham  Royal.  His  work  at  Belleville 
will  be  earned  on  for  the  benefit,  of  all 
parts  of  the  British  Empire,  as  it  was  at 
Farnham  Royal. 

Dr.  Thompson  wa.s  born  at  Belmont,  On- 
tarir),  and  lsjL.graduat«  ul  the  Ontano 
Agricultural  College.  For  several  years  he" 
was  oh  the  staff  bflTie  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  In  1912  he  went  to  Italy  for 
fJio  PR,  Bureau  g|  Bptpmplogy  and  for 
many  years  worked  for  the  Bureau  in  Eu- 
rope.

ON  garden  ,  tours  and  visits  It  Is  often 
surprising  to  note   the  impression 

made  by  a  bit  of  planted  wall    The  ex- 
clamations and  questions  make  it  quita^ 
evident  that  most  home  owners  do  not* 

realize  that  a  wall  gaMen  is  by  no  means 
an  Impossible  or  expensive  feature  for  the 
average  smaU  place,  particularly  where 
there  is  sloping  ground.

dollars,  wjiich  was  lebt  on  to  Manila.  The 
Cliina  Relief  CoihhiTtleT  there  wa.s  ablfe  to 
find  the  boy  and  the  bicycle  was  given  to

The  boy  wrote  a  letter  of  thanks  to  Mri.

delivered  directly  to  China.  But  he  still 
wanted  to  do  what  he  could  ta~iielp  his 
compatriots  who  were  iri  need  there,  and 
so  he  had  decided  to  rent  the  bicycle  out 
at  fifty  cents  an  hour  and 
ceedrto  the  relief  fund.

CHAINS  of  ancient  pits,  shrouded  in 
mystery  as  to  their  origin,  are  sUll 
visible  along  Western  Pi-nnsylva-

these  two  thousand  holes  in  ground^ — 
Scientists  disagree  as  to  their  origin,  some 
saying  that  they  were  constructed  by 
French  soldiers  during  the  French  occu- 
pation of  that  area;  while  others  main- 
tain' that  they  were  dug  by  the  MOUnd 
Builders  who  preceded  the  Indians  to 
NSitbnftmerica.

MEBTINO  the  birds  Is  usually  easier 
in   the   Spring   when   they  are 
building  nests,  raising  their  young

Indeed,  birds  seem  almost  human  in 
their  deshe  to  gather  in  groups,  chatter- 
ing and  chirping  as  though  they  were 
exchanging  choice  bits  of  gossip  carefully 
saved  through  the  long  bright  Summer  ior 
Just  such  an  Autumnal  meethig  time. 

LLsten  and  watch  the  blaekbird.<<,  the 
swallows  and  the  robins  as  they  meet  in 
bands  before  moving  to  warmer  winterhig 
lands  Why,  even  the  crows  seem  to  icatch 
the  spirit  of  sociability  In  the  air  and  they, 
too.  floel^  in  larger  bands  as  the  days 
grow  shorter. 

Of  all  the  gathering  group.s,  the  erows 
seem  the^noet  noisy  as  they  meet  and_ 
croak  tn  their  raucou's-voleed  bands,  often 
with  riotous  quarrels  and  brief  aerial 
fights,  bulon  the  whole  quite  good- 
iiatured.  Thi;  robins  and  blackbirds  pre*^

Gulls  Warn  of  Air

You  may  remember  the  story  of  the 
hissing  of  geese  who  awoke  the  senti- 
nels when  Romr  was  threatened  by  Inva- 
sion back  In  the  dun  and  distant  days  of 
early  history,  but  nowadays  the  seagulls 
are  playing  this  very  helpful  role  in  the 
detecting  of  invading  Nazi  air  squadrons. 

Those  in  command  of  defence  batterlei 
on  the  coast  of  Bngtahd  have  learned  in 
recent  months  to  depend  upon  t.he  flights 
of  seagulls  away  iiom  the  English  coast 
line  as  an  indication  that  OerHltn  at- 
tacking air  squadrons  are  approaching. 
The  invading  planes  fly  at  such  high  al- 
titudes that  the  coastal  defenders  can^ 
hardly  hear  them,  much  less  Judge  the 
direction  of  the  approacfthig  aircraft., But 
the  gulls  know.  Out  to  sea  they  fly  when 
the  planes  an  coming  from  the  French  or 
German  coa-sts,  and  they  do  not  return 
unUl  the  Nazis  have  flown  back  again.

Those  on 
the  <;round  show  many  Interesting  ways 
of  movmg  about^running,  hopping  and 
walking.  Any  speetos  may  use  any  two  of 
these  modes  of  locomotion,  but  for  some 
strange  reason  that  has  not  bejen  yet  ex- 
plahied.  none  seem  to  use  all  three. 

The  birds  who  pnfer  the  air-route  for 
their  travels  may  vary  in  their  wing  move- 
menU  from  the  Insect-Uke  Whirr  of  the 
hummingbird  to  the ' long. soaring  .sweeps 
of  the  eagle  or  hawk.  Crows  have  a  per- 
sistent way  of  fl*ylntf,  almost  dogged  in 
their  efforts  on-  ragged  wings;  while  the 
smaller  of  the  song  birds  have  a  habit  of 
spurting,  first  a  few  rapid  flaps  and, then 
a  short  dash  with  wings  folded  close  to 
-the  body. 

Bird-way  exploration  can  always  be 
made  easier  by  inducing  the  feathered 
folk  to  come  a-visitlng.  They  will  come 
as  readily  to  a  piece  of  suet  in  the  Sum- 
mer  as  in  the'  Winter.  Place  the  suet  in 
a  coconut  shell  w^th  an  opening  of  one 
and  one-half  to  two  inches  in  diameter, 
-^is  small  hole  opening  will  discourage 
the  visits  of  blup.iays  and  other  over- 
assertive  birds  and  will  encourage  the 
visits  of  the  quieter,  better-behaved  ones. 
And  as  always,  the  bird  bath  will  bring 
its  daily  quota  of  the  feathered  ones  who 
are  willing- to  npay  your  hospitality  vlth 
their  bright  vIsiU  and  cheerful  iongt.

the  platypus  looks  like  a  mole,  but  com- 
pletely a.s.sembled  it  has  a  bill  just  like  a 
duck,  webbed  fret,  fur-lnjrtead  of  feathers, 
and  it  lays  eggs  in  a  ne.st  from  which  lt« 
youni  are  hatched.  Call  it  what  you  will,' 
it  Is  still  Nature's  queerest  freak  In  no 
other  place  in  the  world  is  this  timmai 
f6und. 

A  close  "nmner-up"  for  the  title  of 
queerest  Is  the  koala  or  honey  bear." 
Although  the  koala  poses  as  a  bcu,  he  la 

not  a  member  of  the  bear  family.  HlO 
nearest  relatlves'are  spiders.  The  koala  is 
small  and  look.s  like  a  child's  plush  teddy 
i>ear  come  suddenly  to  life.  Like  baby 
kangaroos,  baby  koalas  are  carried  In  the 
mother's  pouch  until  old  enough  to  ride 
on  her  back.

This  fel- 
low does  not  really  fly,  but  makes  long 
leaps  like  the  flyihg  squlrnl.  What  look! 
like  wings  is  .simply  thin  skin  membrane 
which  is  stretched  out  when  flT  flight. 

All  of  Uie  animals  in  Australia  are  gen- 
tle and  live  on  foliage,  with  one  exception. 
This  \%  the  dingo  dogs  Thf  dingo  is  the 
only  fleSh-eatlng  ammai  in  Au.stralia.
